When you look up it’s too late to 
avoid the two hundred and fifty 
pounds of elbows and combat boots 
hurling towards you from the wry- 
thing melee. Two ,by now bloody, 
bodies pound one another into the 
beer soaked dance floor until 
they’re pulled apart, jerking and 
sputtering like vengeful roosters ina 
cock fight. The band is momentarily 
forgotten as you scope defensivel 
for other possible hazards. 


Somebody beside you is describ- 
ing the scene outside,”’! guess this 
is the last time there will be a gig 
here.” 

““Oh well,’’ her friend 
muses, ’’that’s the characteristic 
punk-rock experience.”

Anyone who has attended certain 
alternative gigs of late should be 
painfully aware of the growing trend 
of destructive mania that is frustrat- 
ing fans, bands, and promoters 
alike. Whether it’s an indication of 
building turmoil within Victorian 
youths, or merely a reflection of the 


. Surrounding violence in our Society, 


increasing incidents of violent be- 
haviour at musical gatherings affect 
all who chose to attend, while bring- 
ing to the forefront concerns about 
prevalent punk-rock aggression. 
My main motivation for going to 
gigs has always been to enjoy live 
music in the company of friends. Yet 
one must remain receptive to differ- 
ent ideas. For some, a concert pro- 
vides an opportunity to strut on the 
fashion hit parade, or maybe just.an 
excuse to ingest large quantities of 
assorted drugs. Still for others, mu- 
sical entertainment is secondary to

getting into a frenzied heat while 
punching out anyone within a 
twenty foot radius of the stage, in- 
cluding the band. What becomes 
obvious is the difference between 
having a good time and being un- 
necessarily obnoxious, thereby 
squashing someone else’s good 
time. 

That difference and the resulting 
bouncer/audience power struggles 
when attempts were made to sub- 
due dance floor havoc, were par- 
tially responsible for the Harpo’s 
decision to reduce the number of 
shows drawing punk crowds to the 
venue. 


Well, what do you expect? Put a 
bunch of anti-society, angst-ridden 
gorillas in a room, feed them beer, 
and blast them with a wall of thrash- 
ing feedback. Of course they’re 
going to freak out! They’ve done ex- 
tensive research on the affect of 
sound on the psyche. Here itis, the 
Great Punk-Rock Experiment... 

But while groups like the Dayglo 
Abortions, who have reputation for 
drawing unruly crowds, admit their 
tunes are supposed to inspire vio- 
lent dancing, it is disturbing to them 
when the intensity explodes into a 
fight or conflict. Trevor, Dayglo bass 
player, finds the irony of recent 
tragic events at the ANAF hall, is 
that, ultimately, “The cops were 
more violent than the crowd.” Per- 
haps the authorities over-reacted to 
the harrowing sight of hordes of 
leather-clad concert-goers emanat- 
ing from the local bar, highly 
pumped after the scenes inside. 


While the police maintain brutality 
in the line of duty, hall owners and 
community members are taking 
note and becoming increasingly re- 
luctant to rent their spaces, espe- 
cially not without hefty damage 
deposits ahd rising rental costs. De- 
cidedly, reluctance is the wrong 
word. According to a White Eagle 
Hall representative, the punk gigs 
there had been damaging to the hall 
and disruptive to the community “ 
We definately would not have an- 
other here.” One needn't look far to 
find similar reactions. 


An ill-disputed fact is. that there 
are seemingly more incidents of vio- 
lence at all-ages gigs. And whether 
you chalk it up to youthful exuber- 
ance or rampantly uncontrolled con- 
sumption of alcohol, the fact is that 
these gigs are the most threatened 
by the actions of a few. Promoters 
like Gary Brainless and Co. are 
barely breaking even as itis, without 
having to fork out $300 for a lost 
damage deposit, not to mention 
$3000 for damage to rented equip- 
ment, and venues willing to take the 
risk of housing punk events are 
fewer and farther between. 

Of course, it’s not always just the 
audience who is responsible for gig 
violence. Lots of bands have obnox- 
ious reputations, among them Slow 
and Death Sentence from Van- 
couver, not to mention the Bad 
Brains (though their Vancouver 
show went off without a hitch). In 
many cases bands suffer the conse- 


quences of being surrounded by 
tales of equipment damage or theft 
and violent, racist, sexist, or homo- 
phobic behaviour towards promo- 
ters and other performers, in many 
cases they don’t. However, for the 
most part musicians are as critical of 
violence as are the majority of the 
audience; it’s no better to stand on 
the stage and watch people get 
bashed than it is to be in the crowd 
feeling it. There should be an onus 
on bands to promote awareness 


rather than ignorance, relaying mes- | 


sages that reveal something about 
our culture and ourselves. Simul- 
taneously the audience should be

time to remove the bruises from the 
barrel. 


To be honest, | don’t think punk 
rock is overtly violent. At least not 
any more so than slash horror 
movies or irate rugby squirmishes. 
The infamous PMRC in the States, 
who want to censor the contents of 
certain alblums, should look first at 
the society that spawned Slayer and 
Megadeath before pointing their 
righteous fingers in outrage. As far 
as the music inducing psychopathic 
behaviour, I’ve always believed the 
opposite. That somehow if one let 


out aggression harmlessly in musi- 
cal enjoyment then one would be 
less likely to let it out destructively 
somewhere else. Besides, music is 
not going to release anything that 
wasn’t there initially. Nevertheless, 
activity which focuses on destroy- 
ing property and victimizing others 
is wasted energy, especially when it 
means the discontinuation of gigs.

FORMING ALLIANCES:

CHANGESPROG RAMING 


hristina Nyers, Lynn Fenton, Ellen Oerzen, 
Mighty Cloud of Joy, Suzanne Edmundson 
. These are some of the forty-five women 
that provide programming at CFUV. The problem is, 
they make up only one in five volunteers at the sta- 
tion, a situation that is reflected in alternative radio 
all across Canada. Why the gender disparity? 

Granted, alternative radio has always been domi- 
nated by the young, white male in music and spoken 
voice. It can seem like radio is doing quite well, 
thank you, without the input of women, let alone the 
elderly or visible minorities. But attitudes are chang- 
ing, and at the National Campus/Community Radio 
Conference this summer, some big steps were 
made toward putting women’s voices on the air. 

First, a policy of “affirmative action” was adopted. 
This phrase, intimidating to some, means simply that 
if both a man and a woman of equal qualifications are 
applying for a single slot on the air, for instance, then 
the slot goes to the woman. The goal is to have at 
least fifty per cent of the shows broadcasted done by 
women. 

The shift toward more women in programming 
will also be reflected in the music played. Accord- 
ing to another resolution from the conference, “All © 
music directors (will) make a greator effort to search 
out and focus attention on female musicians. . .and 
to include more women’s music on their submis- 
sions to the national chart.’’ The days of all-male 
playlists are numbered. 

In all, five resolutions were passed which promote 
women in broadcasting. So what would it sound like 
to hear these words put into action? On October 15th 
from 6 to 10 pm, Victoria listeners can find out. The 
women at CFUV will take those four hours and fill 
them with people and music reflecting the strength 
and vitality of ‘‘the fair sex”’. It’s hoped that this ra- 
diothon will coalesce a base of support for women’s 
programming at the station. Listen in, and make your 
suggestions to the Women’s Caucus, c/o CFUV. Bet- 
ter yet, if you’re a woman, volunteer. We need you.

From the “My God | thought you’d died” department comes Eric Anderson's 
Ghosts Upon the Road (Gold Castle), his first North American release in over a 
decade. It turns out he’s been hanging out in Europe doing film soundtracks and 
writing new/old songs. What we have here is a hard-edged extension of his 1972 
classic ‘‘Blue River”, anger and pessimistic acceptance having replaced near-sui 
dal despair. The best cut is the (anti?) love song, “It Starts With A Lie”. The title cut, 
a 10 minute confessional about Anderson’s life and hard times in the sixties, 
doesn’t hold up to repeated listening; but then neither does Bob Dylan’s “Sad 


On Therapy (Silvertone), Loudon Wainwright Ill, the ne plus ultra of confessional 
songwriters, continues to write about what he knows best, his own, apparently 
completely screwed-up, life. If he ever stopped acting like a totally charming bas- 
tard towards women he would lose the source of most of his material. What makes 
his stuff so entertaining is his sense of humour, which ranges from goofy to acid- 
drenched, with the odd side trip into tasteless, as he makes some telling points in 
the battle of the sexes and generations. Besides family and sexual relationships, 
Wainwright takes on MTV’s influence on the music business (‘‘This Song Don't 
Have A Video”) and the all too prevalent assumption that all men are potential child 
abusers (‘Me and All the Other Mothers”). Therapy, which has a strong country 
influence, also shows the marked melodic development in Wainwright's recent 
songs beyond the talking blues and simple folk of his early records. Recom-

like that, you’ve gotta wonder just what is this 

Cajun/Zydeco music anyway? (Besides being the most toe-tap- 
ping, finger-snapping, body-shaking music around). 


Cajun is traditionally the dance music of the French-speaking 
people of south-west Louisiana. It all began with the expulsion of 
the Acadian people from Nova Scotia in 1755. Acadian — Cajun, 
get it? The accordion was picked up from German immigrants to- 
wards the end of the 19th century. By 1928, when the earliest Cajun 
music was recorded, the music had integrated elements of west- 
ern guitar and fiddle as well as having been influenced by the 
blues. Today’s bands even add a bit more pop/rock. Cajun music 
simply adapts new sounds without losing its character. 


The sort of instrumentation you get now is piano, button, or the 
4 little French accordion, fiddle, guitar, bass (occasionally of the up- 
right variety), washboard and a variety of percussion. 


Zydeco is a fast, syncopated type of dance music, using more or 
less the same instruments. The word ‘Zydeco’ comes from the Cre- 
olized pronounciation of the French for snapbeans ‘Les Haricots’ 
from an old song, ‘‘Les Haricots Son Pas Sale”’. Even if you speak 
French, Creole has evolved uniquely from the archaic French of 
the Acadians and is quite different from textbook or Canadian 
French which makes the lyrics hard to follow. However most of the 
I’ve run across recently have verses alternating between Creole 
and English. Besides, it’s fun trying to figure out where the Cre- 
olized French with anglacisims stops and the English with a Creole 
accent starts. 


The Creole Blacks of south-west Louisiana have been dancing to 
Zydeco music for decades, but it wasn’t until the 1970’s, and a man 
named Clifton Chenier, that it was popularized outside this area. 
Chenier was also responsible for encouraging and teaching an- 
other talented accordionist, Stanley Dural. Dural began his own 
band, the ‘Ils Sont Partis Band’ and became known as Buckwheat 
Zydeco (and yes, the nickname does come from the Little Rascals 
character). oe 


My motivation for this bit of research has been the swath of Ca- 
jun/Zydeco recent releases. Currently on the CFUV playlist are 
two wild albums; Bayou Cadillac by Beausoleil and Cajun Party 
from the Boogaloo Swamis. Other new releases this summer were 
Jo-El Sonnier’s Cajun Life and Zachary Richard’s Zack’s Bon Ton. 
Another excellent group to watch for is Michael Coucet & Cajun 
Brew. There’s even a group from England, The Balham Alligators 
who do both traditional Louisian tunes as well as their own compo- 
sitions in the red-hot Cajun/Zydeco style. 


Any of these would be a good choice if you would like to try out 
this genre. There will be a ‘‘Folk Specialities” show on Cajun and 
Zydeco music, Tuesday night, October 10th from 9 - 10:30 on 
CFUV, or call up during one of the Folk Shows (Monday to Satur- 
day from 8 - 10am) and make a request.

For those enlightened in the leg- 
acy of the Lemonheads,Lick offers 
a balanced mix of old and new. It re- 
veals where they have been, and 
where they are going. 

The “old” consists of some early 
Lemonheads songs (now classics) 
and a different, rocked up version of 
“Rabbit”; the highlight, of course, 
being ‘‘Ever’’ (any Lemonhead 
knows what | mean). The “‘new”’ 
picks up where the Creator LP left 
off, except toned down alittle. Obvi- 
ously, the citrus boys have been to 
the school of hard-edged pop song 
writing, churning out such fantastic 
tunes as “‘Mallo Cup”, ‘“7 Powers”, 
and the destined-to-be-classic, 
“Anyway’’. 

Lick also features a single (be- 
lieve it, there’s a video to match), 
being a cover of Suzanne Vega’s 
“Luka”. There has not been a more 
lovable cover tune since their cover 
of “Amazing Grace” on the album, 
Hate Your Friends. 

With the new songs alone, Lick is 
a great EP, but with the extra tunes, 
it makes an even greater LP. Look 
for the album cover with the bald 
people licking each other. It’s a 
keeper.

BOB MOULD 
Workbook 
(Virgin Records) 

“Something | learned today’”’, is asong 
on Husker Du’s Zen Arcade album; writ- 
ten by Bob Mould who also handles lead 
vocal and guitar. Something / learned to- 
day is that Bob Mould’s self-produced 
solo album Workbook is nothing like the 
Zen Arcade album nor for that matter, 
any other Husker Du. There is no point in 
blatantly copying your old work, and vari- 
ety is the spice of life, but there is noth- 
ing to be said for changes in the wrong 
direction. It would seem that old Bob 
having slummed around the alternative 
music scene for a while decided it was 
time to make a dollar or two at his trade, 
so he looked around to see what was hot 
with the cafe society crowd, picked the 
most popular trends, and scabbed to- 
gether an album. 

| must admit it is tuneful, nice, formu- 
laic, jangly pop, obligatory synthesizer 
work. It isn’t over orchestrated, which 
must count for something. The prevalent 
trend on this album is the folk rock sound 
(very much like the Celtic folk rock 
bands) with Bob working his little heart 


out on the acoustic guitar, and wailing 


away in an effected “‘listen to me | have - 


an important, but obvious, message”’ 
voice. The music is quite generic. Atone 
point, listening to this album | figured the 
best way to sum it up was to begin sing- 
ing “Oh, what a lucky man he was”. Bob 
Mould has bade a clean break with his 
past work and jumped into the territory 
occupied by bands like the Grapes of 
Wrath (Raisins of Rage), REM, and 
54-40.

A Lesson In Rationale... 
(Incentive) 


After listening to this, the fact that 
alot of this sounds exactly like Minor 
Threat is easily overlooked, al- 
though the inclusion of two M.T. 
covers (impeccably done) could be 
construed as being a bit much. But 
can these guys play! Paul Spriggs 
leaves nary a dull moment with his 
solid searingly perfect approach to 
guitar torture, that includes some of 
the tape’s better highlights, i.e. ev- 
ery chicka-chika, wonderful melo- 
dies in the hits ‘“Your Garden” and “I 
Don’t Understand” (classic over- 
dubs here), and quite possibly my 
favourite part on the entire release, 
the single chord overdub in 
“Presto”. 

Peter and Brent, bass player and 
drummer, repeatably make a

The blissful people of Happy Flowers 
are still having good irrelevant fun on 
their new album Oof. The music is still 
harsh and discordant. The lyrics are 
yelled and dwell on topics that are more 
often than not less than pleasing. Happy 
Flowers have quite a genius for being 
able to offend the sensibilities of sensi- 
tive souls without swearing, being rudely 
gross, or political. The songs (although | 
use the term loosely as this is more anti- 
music than itis music) are an apology, an 
excuse, or begging, backed by instru- 
mental accompaniment, based on some 
situation, like going to school. 

Songs like ‘‘Let’s Eat The Baby”’ or 
“Stop Touching My Food” are self ex- 
planatory. The lyrics have a grounding in 
reality, but they sound like the reasoning 
used by young children in heated argu- 
ments. “Il Want A BB Gun”’ sounds like an 
orchestrated temper tantrum. “Unhappy 
Meal” goes in the vein of, ‘I want a meal 
with a weapon so | can hurt someone.” 
The song pokes fun at fast food restau- 
rants that give out plastic toys for chil- 
dren. 

The basic premise behind all Happy 
Flowers material is that it’s made to en- 
tertain. The songs use wit, cynicism, sar- 
casm, and exaggeration of common 
experiences in order to provide a laugh 


for the listener. It would be fair to say that 
the music is secondary to the humour. 
The music itself doesn’t change or 
evolve much from album to album, they 
all sound fairly similar. Although they 
have three albums out, all anyone really 
needs is one Happy Flowers album. If 
you don’t already own a Happy flowers 
album, Oof is as good as the other ones. 
And if you already own one then just bor- 
row a friend’s copy of Oof and get a few 
laughs from it.
